PREAMBLES  From  Aug  49  to  15  Oot  49  SOURCE  worked  as  a general  laborer  In  the 
building  combine  K.P.P.  DOK.  in  DNEPROPETROVSK  (48/27  N - 34/59  E)  from  1800 
hours  \mtil  0200  hours.  At  the  beginning  of  Oot  49  he  observed  the  followings

observed  flying  near  DNEPROPETROVSK,  on  which  SOURCE  was  able  to  give  details 
on  the  foUowliigs 

BODY.  From  the  distance  SOURCE  saw  the  body,  it  appeared  to  be  a 
large  disk,  the  oenter  of  which  was  almost  black.  It  became  red  towards  the 
outer  edge,  but  the  edge  itself  appeared  to  be  white  hot. 


Point  #2 1 FLAMING  ARCH.  A flaming  arch  was  observed  on  top  of  the  disk,  but 
upper  edge  of  the  body  could  still  be  seen. 

Point  #3s  SPARKS,  Sparks  emerged  from  the  edge  of  the  disk,  white  hot,  with 
a tail  siioilar  to  the  one  of  a falling  star. 

SOURCE  observed  these  missiles  4 nights  between  0000  hours  and  0200  hours, 
describing  a vide  arch  on  the  wouthem  perimeter,  from  East  to  West.  The 
distance  or  height  was  not  known  to  SOURCE.  The  missile  was  seen  1 to  1^ 
minutes,  each  time.  SOURCE  heard  no  noises  whatsoever  and  stated  that  the 
same  observations  were  made  bP  other  ^s.  To  confirm  his  statement  he  gave 
the  address  of  a fellow  FW  in  AACHEN  (50/47  N — 06/17  E)  who  made  the  same 
observations  iVom  another  location,  but  during  the  sane  nights.

work  was  attracted  to  the  object  when  suddenly  a fellow  / ''reclaimed:  "Look, 

what  is  that  over  there  in  the  sky,  ' \/hen  looking  in  the  direction  in  which 
the  ?'J  was  nointinp,  bovree  rot  sipht  of  an  unknown  flyinp  object  which  lie  had  never 
se»n,  and  of  vfhich  he  had  never  heard  before,  Ihe  Russian  uor.cers  vrere  as  sur- 
nrised  as  the  Gerran  d’./s  and  discussed  what  it  coiild  'oe,  -Lhey  cciO-d  not  find 
an  answer  to  it,  euid  were  of  the  ooinion  thst  it  was  souethini*  new  and  tlmt  it 
bad  nothing;  to  do  with  a neteorolorical  station.  As  there  was  no  advertising  in 
Russia,  it  was  impossible  that  it  was  something  of  that  kind,  esr>ecially  as  the 
strange  arrangement  of  the  parts  of  this  object  would  not  have  been  of  any  sense 
for  advertising.  Source  stated  that  there  were  cuzsulus  clouds  in  the  sky  the 
first  time  he  saw  the  object.  He  estimated  that  the  object  had  an  altitude  of 
about  5, OCX)  meters,  judging  from  its  distance  from  the  surface  of  the  earth  and 
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from  the  clouds.  Later  on  he  admitted  that  his  ©stination  may  not  hnvo  been 
accurate  and  that  it  may  have  been  only  ?,000  meters  as  it  was  hard  for  him 
to  pstii.iate  that.  econd  tiije  he  saw  th**  o'o.lect,  the  sl.y  w?'S  net  overcast, 

I-i^rely  a fe^/  clouds  were  to  be  seen  in  the  blue  sic/.  x;e  *'stL-iaW  that  +he 
flyinp  obloct  nay  have  be^n  about  5,000  to  3,000  meters  a'my  fro:.:  his  -^oint 
of  observation,  bource  described  the  object  as  beinf  one  vertical  rod  above 
which  five  soherical  items  were  erranp-ed  in  the  way  as  is  sl-ujwn  on  incuosure 
.1,  this  reoort,  oersoective  and  too  view.  From  his  point  of  observation  the 
flylnp  rod  had  the  size  of  a oencil  but  may  nave  been  about  10  meters  lonr  and 
30  centimeters  in  diameter  if  the  distance  to  the  object  is  taken  into  considera- 
tion. In  conoarison  with  the  diai..eter  of  the  rod,  the  soherical  items  Ixad  a 
disj:icter  of  about  three  times  thv  diameter  of  the  roc,  namely  about  90  to  100 
centimeters,  i"he  soherical  iteric  and  the  rod  seemed  to  have  been  oainted  aH 
white,  Ihe  items  may  have  been  balloons,  but  bource  could  not  claim  Uiat, 

Source  stated  that  he  saw  no  eintennae  or  anything  else  coiie  out  of  one  of  the 


ns.  Four  of  the  soherical  items  were  synmetrically  arranged  about  five  meters 
above  the  rod  in  a square,  while  one  soherical  item  was  further  away  from  the 
rod,  Estimated  distances  shown  in  the  inciosure  should  not  be  relied  uoon  as 
they  were  estimated  In  relation  to  'Uie  size  of  the  flying  items. 

On  both  occasions  the  object  remained  motionless  for  about  10  minutes. 

Suddenly  it  moved  away  am  coula  be  seen  by  source  only  for  about  10  to  15 
seconos  until  buildings  between  the  object  and  Source  made  further  observation 
Impossible,  Soiiree  could  not  recall  into  which  direction  the  object 

Source  gave  the  following  address  of  a man  who  may  also  have  seen  the  object, 
as  he  was  interned  in  the  sane  PW  camp.  He  was  the  former  R/
